Poorer of Sea Breakers. 


From experiments which -were made 


some time s^nce at the Bell Rock anc 


light-houses, on the coast o: 


Scotland, it was found that, while the 
force of th< breakers on the side of the 
German oc« an may be taken at about a 
ton and a h df upon every square fooi 
of surface t xposed to them, the Atlan- 
tic breake-s fall with double that 
weight, or three tons to^ the square 
foot; and tins a surface of only two 
square yanis sustains a blow from a 
heavy Atlantic breaker equal to abonl 
fifty-four tons. In November,! 1824, a 
heavy gale blew, and blocks of lime- 
stone and £ ranite, from two to five tons 
in weight, -vere washed about like peb- 
bles at fhe Plymouth breakwater. 
About 300 tons of such blocks were 
borne a distance of 200 feet, and up the 
inclined jx ane of the breakwater, car- 
ried over : t, and scattered' in [various 
directions. A block of limestone, seven 
tons in wei; ;ht, was in one placelwashed 
a distance of 120 feet Blocks of three 
tons' weight were torn away by a single 
blow of a breaker, and hurled over into 
the harbor; and one of two tons,strong- 
ly trenailed down upon a jetty, was 
torn away lay an overpowering breaker. 


A Spider's Suspension Bridge. 


A new feature in the way of a suspen- 


sion bridge was recently seen1 across 
the Hotieatonic river, a short distance 
north of F^lls bridge. It was a single 
thread of a spider's web suspended 
from a tree on one side to some object 
upon the other, between 300 and 400 
feet in length. How did the creature 
manage to get it across ? It is conjectured 
that the engineering spider must have 
calculated the distance, spun a thread 
of the required length, and thed at the 
right moment have thrown it out, when 
it was carried on the wings of some fa- 
voring broeze, to the opposite! side, 
where it became attached. What was 
the spider's; object unless to seek[some 
retired spoi; to prey, or else to seek new 
adventures ? It is not known whether 
the spider perished in the attempt at 
crossing, or~whetherit gained thelshore 
in safely.—New Milford (Ct.)

A Pnzzle for Future Geologists. 


. A singular discovery was made dur- 
ing last year's dredging operations of 
Jvt:Sast Survey Steamer Blake, in the 
c-aribbean sea; a discovery which should 
lurnish a lesson of caution to geologi- 
cal observers and theorizers. 
^ While dredging to the leeward of the 
Caribbean islands large accumulations 
ot vegetable matter and of land debris 
were brought up 'from deep water 
many miles from share. It was net an 
uncommon thing to~find, at a depth of 
over 1,000 fathoms, and some ten or 
fifteen miles from land, masses of 
leaves, pieces of bamboo and of sugar 
cane, dead land shells, and ether land 
debris, which were undoubtedly alll 
blown out toxsea by the prevailing east- 
erly trade wifds, and frequently masses 
of vegetation, more or less waterlogged 
and ready to sink, were found floating 
on the surface of the sea. The contents 
of some of the trawls would, indeed, 
have sorely puzzled a paleontologist if 
he nad met them in a fossil state; amid 
deep water forms of fishes, crabs, echi- 
noderms, sponges, etc., would be found 
orange and mango leaves mingled with 
branches of bamboo and nutmegs, so 
that it would have been difficult to de- 
cide whether the marine or the land 
fauna predominated. Such a find in a 
fossil deposit would probably W ex- 
piained as having occurred in a shallow 
estuary surrounded by forests. It is 
not without interest to observe that 
this large amount of vegetable matter 
thus carried out to sea seems to have 
increased in certain localities the num- 
ber of marine forms of 'life

Thackeray is the only novelist of his 


time, it may safely be said, whose popu- 
larity is increasing. While his rivalst 
are suffering from the reaction thatl 
always follows success, he has been) 
steadily gaining ground. His mood is' 
critical enough to suit the taste of the 
time, and not critical enough to injure 
his novels as works of art, for it is ob- 
vious that, with all his hatred of shams 
Ihackeray's scorn of conventions did 
not go deep. In spite of his profes- 
sions, he was contented to accept a very- 
conventional code of morality, and he 
turned away with indifference from 
many questions which a man thirty 
years his junior could not let pass so 
easily. 
At bottom he showed 
the 


optimism of the Waterloo warriors 
Wiose weaknesses he knew so well how 


^Pi°se' and had he not dono so he 
would have been a far less delightful 
writer than he is. It is this mixture of 
nail-hearted pessimism and real optim- 
ism that makes Thackeray so popular 
at Present 
He was, too, the earliest 


prophet of the Queen Anne's men, and 
of that reaction in favor of 
the 


eighteenth century that is now so 
powerful, and secures for "Esmond" a 
preference to which we venture to 
Jr?m^ ^ not entitled. 
Admitting 
that Thackeray bestowed more labor 
on Esmond," and showed more artistic 
conscience in it than in any of his 
other books, we cannot allow that, ad- 
mirable as it is as a piece of "restora- 
tion 
it has the vitality of " Vanity 


Fan "and "The Newcomes." It is, as 
a painter of his own times—a painter 
who had no rival in his own day—that 
Thackeray will be remembered, and 
time will make of these wonderful 
novels true historical romances. They 
will live as vivid pictures of English so- 
ciety in the first half of the nineteenth 
century.—The Athenceum.
